His Prison Record. 

Knapp has served five prison sentences, 
three for larceny and two for assault. 
He has served two terms at Jeffersonville, 

_ Ind one at Columbus, Ohio; one at Jo- 

et; Ts., and one atMichigan City, Ind, 
to. which prison he was sent from In- 
dian@polis in 1896 for assault on Bessie 
Drapler, a chiid. 
Since his return to this city in Decem- 
ber, he has, the police feel sure, been 
guilty of two barn burnings. When he 
Was convicted for the Drapier assault he 
threatened to get even with every one 
concerned in his conviction. 

Former Sheriff Womack, then sheriff, 
gained his enmity. His barn was reecnt- 
ly bummed and several thousand dollars’ 
worth of fine horses and imported cattle 
were roasted to death. 

Al Boardman was one of the jurors who 
convicted him. His barn was burned 
about six or seven weeks ago. Almost 
every hour adds to the long list of crimes 
laid to the man’s door. 

Hannah Goddard Knapp, the murder- 
ers third wife, called at the office of an 
Indianapolis attorney last October and 
asked him to bring divorce proceedings 
for her. She said she feared her husband 
would murder her. as he had made 
threats. He told her she had not lived 
in Indianapolis long enough for a di-

President Principal Speaker at Celebration of Two 
Hundredth Anniversary of John Wesley’s Birth. 
Praise for Pioneer I[tinerants. 


York, February  26—President 
Roosevelt was the chief speaker tonight 
aia great mass meeting held at Carnegie 
hall, held to ‘‘do honor to the character 
and labers of John Wesley, the founder 
of Methodism. scholar, missionary, phii- 
anthropist, preacher, -gentleman.” ©The 
meeting was held under the auspices of 
the New York thank offering committee, 
which has had charge of the local work 
of the twentteth century thank offering 
fund ot twenty millions of dollars that 
has been raised by the Methodists 
throuchout .the country to celebrate the 
advent of the twentieth century of tne 
Christian era. 

Samuel W. Bowne presided, with Presi- 
dent Kooseveit at his right and on the 
platform were several bishops and clerg)- 
men. 

Tha hall was crowded to the doors and 
hundreds were unable to gain admission. 
President Roosevelt reached the hall es- 
corted by a detachment of mounted 
police at 8:30. As he alighted from his 
carriage he was hailed by a young man 
who was struggling in the crowd, and 
whom the police were trying to force 
back.

America, moreover, has a peculiar pro- 
prietary claim on Wesley’s memory, for 
it is on our continent that the Methodist 
church has received its greatest devel- 
The great growth of the

day my theme is purely Methodism. 

“Since the days of the Revelution not 
has the Methodist church increased 
the old communities of the 
thirteen original states, but it has played 
and prominent part in the 
pioneer growth of our countfy and has 
in consequence assumed a position of im- 
mense importance throughout the _ vast 
region west of the Alleghenies. 

“For a century after the -Declaration of 
Independence the greatest work of our 
people, with the exception only of the 
work of self-preservation under Lincoln, 
was the work of the ploneers as they 
possession of this continent. 


Methodists as Pioneers. 

“The work of advancing our boundary, 
of pushing the frontier across forest and 
desert and mountain cgain, was the great 
work of our nation; and the men 
who did it—the frentiersmen, the pioneers, 
the backwoodsmen, plainsmen, Mountain 
men—formed a class by themselves. It was 
an iron task, which none but men of Iron 
soul and iron body could do. 

“In the hard and crue) life of the 
border, with its grim struggle against 
the forbidding forces of wild nature and 
wilder men, there was much to pull the 
frontiersman down. If left to himself, 
without moral teaching and moral guid- 
ance, without any of the influences that 
sad 


of the brute within him, 


From this fate we have been large- 


the rest of the pioneers went the pioneer 
preachers: and all honor be given to the 
Methodists for the great proportion of 
these pioneer preachers whom they fur- 
nished. 

“These preachers were of the stamp of 
old Peter Cartwright—men who suffered 


with their flock, and who in addition 
tamed the wild and flerece spirits of their 
fellow-pioneers. It wag not a task that 
could have been aceomplished by men 
desirous to live In. the soft places of the 
earth and to walk iv on-life’s journey. 
They had to pos e splrit of the 
martyrs. “They bid yh them the heroic 
spirit, the spirtt that “scorns ease if it 
must be purchased by fallure to do duty, 
the spirit that courts risk and a life of 
hard endeavor if the goal to be reached 
is really worth attaining. 


Great Debt to Itinerants. 


“Great is our debt to these men and 
Scant the patience we need show toward 
their critics. At times they seemed hard 
and narrow to those whose training and 
surroundings had saved them from simi- 
lar temptations; and they have been criti- 
cised, as all men, whether missionaries, 
soldiers, explorers, or frontier settlers, 
are criticised when they go forth to do 
the rough work that must inevitably be 
done by those who act as the first har- 
bingers, the first heralds, of civilization 
In the world’s dark places, 

“These pioneers of Methodism had the 
strong, militant virtues which go to the 
accomplishment of such great deeds. 
Now and.then they betrayed the short- 
comings natural to men of their type; 
but their shortcomings seem small] in- 
deed when we place beside them the 
magnitude of the work they achieved. 

“And now, friends, in celebrating the 
wonderful growth of Methodism, in re- 
joicing at the good it has done to tne 
country and to mankind, |] need hardly 
ask a body like this to remember that 
the greatness of the fathers becomes to 
the children a shameful! thing if they use 
it only as an excuse for inaction instead 
of as a spur to effort for noble aims, 
I speak to you not only as Methodists—I 
speak to you as American citizens. The 
pioneer days are over. We now all of us 
form parts of a great civilized nation, 
with a complex industrial and social iife 
and infinite possibilities both for good and 
for evil. he instruments with which, 
and the surroundings in which, we work, 
have changed immeasurably from what 
they were in the days when the rough 
backwoods preachers ministered to the 
moral and spiritual needs of their rough 
backwoods congregations. But if we are 
to succeed, the spirit in which we do our 
work must be the same as the spirit in 
which they did theirs. These men drove 
forward and fought their way upward, to 
success, because their sense of duty was 
in their hearts, in the very marrow vf 
their bones. 

“They did not divorce 
from the secular. They did not 
one kind of conscience for one side of 
their lives and another for another. 


Pioneer Spirit Needed. 

“Well, if we are to succeed as a nation 
we must have the same spirit in us. We 
must be absolutely practical, of course, 
and must face facts as they are. The 
ploneer preachers of Methodism could 
not have held their own for a fortnight 
if they had not shown an intense practi- 
eality of spirit, if they had not pos- 
sessed the broadest and deepest sympa- 
thy for and understanding of their fel- 
low-men. But in addition to the hard, 
practical common sense needed by each 
of us in life, we must have a lift toward 
lofty things or we shall be lost, individ- 
ually and collectively, aS a nation, 

“If during this century the men of high 
and fine moral sense show themselves 
weaklings; if they possess only that 
cloistered virtue which shrinks shudder- 
Ing from contact with 
actual life; if they dare not go down into 
the hurly-burly where the men of might 
contend for the mastery; if they stand 
aside from the pressure and conflict; 
then as surely as the sun rises and gets 
all of our great material progress, all 
the multiplication of the physical agen- 
cies which tend for our comfort and en- 
joyment will go for naught and our civ- 
llization will become a brutal sham and 
mockery. 


Why Wesley Succeeded. 


“Wesley said he did not intend to leave 
all the good tunes to the service of the 
devil. He accomplished so much for 
mankind because he also refused to leave 
the stronger, manlier qualities to be 
availed of only in the interest of eyil. 
The chureh he founded has throughout 
its career been a church for the poor as 
well as for the rich and has known no 
distinction of persons. It has been a 
church whose members, if true to the 
teachings of its founder, have sought 
for no greater privilege than to spend 
and be spent in the interest of the higher 
life, who have prided themselves, not 
on’ shirking rough duty, but on under- 
taking it and carrying it to a successful 
conclusion. ’

Three Cincinnati Murders. 

Cincinnati, February 26.—The_ three 
murders which Alfred Knapp confessed 
committing in Cincinnati could never be 
solved by the police. Two were dropped 
as ‘suicides’ and the third as a “‘strang- 
ler mystery.’’ The dead hboedy of Emma 
Littleman was found on June 21, 1894, in 
the lumber yard here designated by 
Knapp in his confession. The girl's body 
was about half under a lumber pile, The 
police made an exhaustive examination, 
but were able to secure no evidence of a 
tangible nature. Despite the position in 
which the bedy lay the detectives finally 
said it was their opinion that she had 
committed suicide, 

The finding of the dead body of Mrs. 
Jennie Knapp in the canal a few years 
ago was a crime which puzzled the po- 
lice of this. city and Hamilton. The 
body was cut and there were marks on 
the woman's throat which indicated that 
she had been choken to death. The mys- 
tery in the case had rémained as deep 
as ever until the confession of Knapp 
Mrs. Jennie Knapp was a _ Cincinnati 
woman and before, her marriage was 
wéll known in Cumminsville. She was 
killed on August 7, 1894. Knapp says he 
killed the woman under the canal bridge 
at Liberty street and then 
body into the water.

Knapp Not Suspected. 

Knapp was never suspected. He said 
at the time that his wife had left home 
without telling him where she had gone 
and he went to the home of her sister to 
search for her. The police arrived at the 
conclusion that the woman had com- 
mitted suicide. 

The Mary Eckhart murder had been en- 
shrouded in mystery until Knapp made 
his confession. The woman was found 
strangled to death in a house on Walnut 
street. A towel had been used to stran- 
gie her. This heinous crime was com- 
mitted August 1. 1894. Headquarters de- 
tectives worked unremittingly on the case 
without unearthing any evidence. The 
late Colonel Deitsch and others tried to 
solve the mystery and they wound up 
their efforts by declaring that the man 
Who killed Mary Eckhart also committed 
similar crimes at Denver and elsewhere 
throughout the country. His methods 
were likened to those of “Jack the Rip-

Losses at Cincinnati Will Reach 
Two Million Dollars 


One-half of the Best Square in the 
City in Ashes—Two Men Are

Cincinnati, Ohio, February 26.—Over one- 
half of the best square in Cincinnati was 
destroyed by fire today. ‘The square 
bounded by Vine, Fourth, Walnut and 
Third streets was conceded to be the most 
solidly eonstructed portion of the city. 
That half north of Baker alley, with the 
exception of the Carlisle building at the 
southwest corner of Fourth and Walnut 
Streets, is in ruins, while the American 
Boob Company’s publication house, the 
Woodrow printing works, the Zumbriel 
box factory and other concerns on 
south side of Baker aiiey are also. burn- 
ed out.

ments of surrounding towns were con- 
stantly turning dozens of streams on the 
conflagration. There are a score or more 
Of streams still pouring on the smoking 
ruins tonight and they will keep it up all 
night. While the property the 
largest in the history of the city by fire, 
believed there was no loss of 
although two men who lodged in 
Pike opera house ‘building are still miss- 
ing tonight. John eKnan and. Joseph 
Schaefer, who were badly hurt while es- 
caping from burning buildings, are report- 
ed tonight as resting well. Several forces 
of tiremen who were caught on the roofs 
of burnings buildings, had narrow es- 
capes, but all were rescued by ladders. 
Some of the Losses. 

One of the heaviest losses in the Hen- 
rietta Crossman Company, which was at 
the Pike this week, and lost everything, 
even the safe with the receipts from a 
crowded house last night. The company 
will not appear again this week. 

The fire was such that a few office safes 
withstood it. The total loss tonight is 
estimated at from $1,600,000 to $2,600,000, 
and it is distributed among the occupants 
of.four large office buildings and other 
structures. 

The American Book Company will iose 
a quarter of a million on their publish- 
ing house and stock and machinery. The 
plates of the Eclectic syste mof school 
books are all stored in this building, 
which was well equipped with presses 
and electrical apparatus in publishing 
work. Robert Clarke & Co., place their 
loss at $350,000, including $175,000 in plales 
of law books and other works. Among 
the other large losses are the failowing: 

Pike building, $475,000, insurance $180,- 
0”: Seasongood building, $125,000; Harri- 
son building, $126,000; Foedick bujidings, 
$:.25,000; Duhme .Brothers, jewelers, $75,- 
000; Richter & Phillips; jewelers, $50,000; 
Jeffee’s grocery, $15,000; Strauss, whole- 
sale cigar store, $75,000. * 

Most of those in the Pike building were 
without insurance as the rate has recen|- 
ly been put at what some of them con- 
sidered too high. The insurance in no 
case is large and the loss is much higher 
than usual on account of a rate that had 
been fixed by the underwriters for the 
Pike building and which affected all the 
square bounded by Fourth, Third, Vine 
and Walnut streets. 

Peril of an Actor. 

The escape of Will Jones, the weli- 
known Cincinnati actor, just before the 
roof of the burning building fell and his 
rescue half dead from the top of the 
building was a thrilling and almost mir- 
aculous one. Jones’ presence of mind, 
which led him to throw his guff into the 
street below and thus make his where- 
abouts kn@wn, saved his life. <After a 
hard rehearsal Jones went to the Pike 
building about midnight to get his valise, 
which he had left in a studio of an artist 
friend on the fourth floor. After ente®& 
ing he was so tired out he fel) asleep ia 
a chair. When he awoke suddenly he 
was blinded and sucocating and he saw 
cutside the glare of the flames. He 
crawled to the door. Outside in the 
great airshaft the flames were shooting 
up. How he made his way he does not 
know, but some instinct found for him 
the way leading to the top. He went 
up to the roof and in some manner got 
through a skylight. He fell over some- 
thing and was stunned. When he recov- 
ered the flames were shooting througn 
the roof. He crawled to the edge, but 
the firemen in the sreet did not notice 
him. He shouted himself hoarse. He 
took his cuffs and wrote on it: 


‘tT am on roof; nearly dead from gas. 
“JONES.”’ 
He threw it to the ground and a re- 
porter picked it up, and located the fig- 
ure of a man standing outlined in the 
sparks. Jones crept along the edge of the 
rear of the building and there waited for 
the firemen, who placed a ladder across 
the alley from the telephone exchange 
puilding. Jones was carried down and 
taken to the hospital.

The sundry civil bill was under 
considerauon and Mr. Hale, having in 
mind the amendment which was adopted 
vesterday, authorizing the appointment 
of an international monetary commission, 
started the debate by calling attention to 
the fact that the senate had reprobated 
the policy of appointment of senators on 
and on one occasion had 
refused to confirm two senators nomi- 
nated by the president for such service. 
During the discussion it was made clear 
that no reflection was intended on Mr. 
Lodge and Mr. Turner, who have been 
selected as members of the Alaskan 
boundary commission, ‘The bill passed, 
after a number of amendments had been 
added to it, among them one appropriat- 
ing $2,000,000 for the purchase of a post- 
office site in New York city. 

Discussing the question of senators as 
members of commissions, Mr. Tillman 
maintained that the president pefhaps 
could not be convinced that appointments 
of this kind were improper. He referred 
to the peace commission at Paris in 1898, 
and said that senators who were mem- 
bers of that commission no doubt were 
influenced in their vote on the treaty. 

Mr. Bacon argued that it ts distinctly 
and positively improper to appoint mem- 
bers of either house on commissions, and 
the only escape from the prohibition is 
the technical position that thé commis- 
Sion is not an office. 

Mr. Tillman offered an amendment pro- 
viding that no senator or member shall 
be appointed to any such commission. 
He said he had no purpose to prevent 
any scheme cf appointment which might 
be agreeable to some senators. He dis- 
claimed that the amendment applied to 
such senators or members who were to 
retire from office on March 4. The 
amendment was declared out. of order 
on an objection. by, Mr. McComas. 

Mr. Clay, of Georgia, offered an amend- 
ment appropriating $25,000 for the im- 
provement of the road from Crawfish 
Springs, Ga., through the Widow Davis 
cross roads to Stephens Gap, Chicka- 
mauga park. 

Mr. Allison made a_ wpoint of order 
against the amendment because it con- 
templated improvements outside the park 
and opened the way for the building of 
roads generally. Messrs. Foraker and 
Clay called attentiog to the fact that 
Georgia has ceded the land to the United 
States and that General H. V. Boynton 
and the secretary of war had recom- 
mended it. The point of order was sus- 
tained.

Senatcrial Committee on the Question 
of Statehood. 
Washington, February 26.—The sena- 
tors who, as a commiitee of the demo- 
cratic statehood proposal to the repub- 
licans, today presented their proposal ta 
formal shape to their democratic eol- 
leagues and it was indorsed. 
They then submitted it to the republican 
senators. Republicans favoring statehood

Following is the text of tne democratic 
proposal: 

“The state of Montesuma shall be di- 
vided and the two states of Montezuma 
and Arizona shail be created taerefrom, 
the state of Montezuma being composed 
Of the territory within the present bound- 
avies of the territory of New Mexico. and 
the state of Arizona being composed of 
the territory within the present bounda- 
ries of Arizona territory: Provided. that 
the creation of the two states of Monte- 
zuma and Arizona shall be made by proc- 
damation of the president whenever Ari- 
zona, aS now bounded, shall haye 200.009 
inhabitants, and 

“Provided, that a census shall be taken 
each year by the national census bureau, 
commencing on May 1, 1904, and each May

Mr. Justice Day. 

In connection with the selection of 
former Secretary of State William R. 
Day to be a justice of the supreme 
court of the United States, the inter- 
esting statement is made that a deci- 
sion by Judge Day in a case involving 
an infraction of the Sherman anti- 
trust act was an important factor in 
determining his appointment. As the 
story goes, it was largely because of 
this decision that President Roosevelt 
finally decided upon Judge Day as the 
successor to Mr. Justice Shiras, after 
Governor Tait had declined to accept 
the place.

It is obvious that if the provisions 
of the measure are carried out as in- 
tended, the result will be a very ma- 
terial improvement in the efficiency, 
equipment and espirit decorps of both 
the reguiar army and _ the national 
guard. In a few years we should be 
able to boast of a citizen soldiery that 
could be successfully pitted against 
the veterans of the old world in a con- 
tingency making necessary such a test 
of efficiency. 

There is no denying that the army 
has long needed overhauling, and now 
young men who have hesitated to join 
the national guard can do so -with 
some confidence of deriving something 
more than dress parade satisfaction 
from such membership. The new ar- 
rangement will give them the opportu- 
nity to obtain a thorough military 
training.

Bright Report from Philippines. 

Notwithstanding the press reports 
of renewed insurrection in the Phil- 
ippines, the report which Vice Govern- 
or Wright, of those islands, who has 
lately landed in the United States, 
brings of the situation there is en- 
couraging enough. 

Vice Governor Wright says the in- 
stallation of civil government in the 
archipelago has been complete and 
eminently satisfactory. The little 
brown people seem to take kindly to 
American rule, with few exceptions, 
and but for the plague and famine in 
certain sections, the prosperity of the 
Filipinos would be marked. The sys- 
tem of provincial and municipal power 
government has worked well. Not a 
single defalcation occurred during the 
past year, and few thefts. This offi- 
cial says of general conditions there: 

There is a degree of peace and safety 
in the Philippines now that was never 
reached under Spanish rule. The Span- 
iards used to pay the brigands to keep 
the peace, but we have refused to con- 
tinue this system. After the passage of 
the Philippines bill last year, we estab- 
lished the insular constabulary, and we 
now have 6,000 of these police. We find 
that they are the best men for the busi- 
ness, and they have cleared the provinces 
of lawbreakers with great activity. The 
service is one which appeals to the na- 


tives, for the police are chosen from the 
tribes where they must serve. 

If this be true, why do we hear so 
much about “ladrones” in the dis- 
patches from Manila? 

The future of the islands, in Mr. 
Wright’s opinion, “will be a great 
one.” American capital will soon sup- 
ply the chief need of railways. Gen- 
eral Chaffee confirmed the vice gov- 
ernor’s roseate view of the Philip- 
pine situation, remarking that every- 
thing is proceeding in a most satis- 
factory manner. “Civilization,” says 
the general, “has already accomplish- 
ed wonders, and the natives are fast 
recognizing the institutions of our 
government and meeting them with a 
more friendly spirit. He adds: 

Of course, some of the provinces are 
unsettled, and we expect to meet with 
further trouble, but the outlook is most 
cheerful, and, beyond an occasional skir- 
mish here and there, I look for no great 
difficulties or disturbances requiring un- 
usual force to subdue. Peaceful methods 
are making themselves felt among the 
native leaders, who are, in many in- 
stances, assisting our government by ad- 
vising their former belligerent fellows to 
lay down their arms. Some of the for- 
mer fighting sultans, of which there are 
a score, have become peaceful. 

I am very much pleased with the situa- 
tion in the provinee of Samar. That was 
once one of the most unruly and belliger- 
ent of the provinces, but is now quiet and 
peaceful] as this city of yours. The na- 
tives are becoming prosperous under the 
industry which has been fostered there, 
and they have a ready market for their 
rice and hemp. 

The administration of Governor 
Taft is described as immensely popu- 
lar and marked by statesmanship of a 
rare order. There are those who pre 
dict that Taft will be the Clive of the 
Philippines—without Clive’s sad mor- 


al failings.

"TLARGE. REWARDS 


FOR CRIMINALS 


White Persons Wanted for 
Shooting Down Negroes 
in Cold Blood. 


Two cases in-which negroes were shot 
down without apparent’ cause by un- 
known lawless persons were brought to 
the attention of Governor: Terrell yester- 
day, and the governor offered a reward of 
$250 in each case for the arrest with proof 
to convict of the parties responsible for 
the murders. 

One of the most flagrant and outrageous 
cases recently réported is that told of 
in the affidavit of Solicitor>General John 
W. Bennett, of the Brunswick circuit, 
who applied to the governor for the offer 
of rewards for the miscreants. 

On the night of February 7 a party of 
negroes were having a dance abous 2 
miles from McDonald's mill, in Coffee 
county, when unknown white persons ap- 
peared at the two doors af the buliding 
in‘ which the danee was being held, and 
fired a fusilade upon the dancers, killing 
Alex Mervin and Sambo Bell, and wound- 
ing nine others, some seriously. and some 
slightly. After’the rest of the negroes 
had flied in fear, the murderers entered 
the building, tied the bodies of the wound- 
ed to those of the dead arid then robbed 
the dead and living of all the money they 
could find on their persons. 

rovernor Terrell considerers this a most 
Outrageous murder, and premptly decided 
to Offer ré@éwards whieh it -is. hoped will 
bring the criminalg tos juste. The usual 
reward for a person eharged with murder 
is $150,-but in this’ ease the. governor 
made it $250 for each one caught with 
proof to convict. : 

‘The other case in which similar re- 
wards were offered was that of the mur- 
der of Will Fambro in> Spalding. county 
on the night of February 23, last Mon- 
day, an account of which was published 
in The Constitution. 

The cause of the murder of Fambro 
dates back to the first of January, when 
he insulted a lady and child, while in an 
intoxicated condition. He was arrested, 
pleaded guilty and was fined $40, which 
was paid, he agreeing to work it out for 
the man who put up the money. 

An effort to kill Fambro was made 
several weeks ago after the case against 
him had been disposed of, but he was 
not at home. On Monday night, how- 
ever, an angry mob of white men went 
to his home on H. G. Thurman's place 
and fired a fusillade into the dwelling, 
killing Fambro and terrifying his wife and 
children, 

The names of the parties composing 
the mob, it appears, are unknown, but 
the governor has offered a reward of $250 
for the arrest of each one of them with 
proof to convict. 


COTTON MERGER MOVEMENT 


Improves Methods and Benefits the 


Stockholder and Grower. 

A correspondent of the Manufacturers’ 
Redord writing from New ‘York gives 
some details regarding the southern cot- 
ton mill combination. 

This has been organized on the basis 
of $6,000,000 of bonds, $7,000,000 of ‘prefer- 
red and $7,000,000 of common stock, and 
at present includes about seventy mills, 
but the plan of organization is made suf- 
ficiently elastic to providé the money to 
take in a large number of aditional mills, 
a good many of which are now under in- 
vestigation. , 

The company will have $2,000,000 cash in 
its treasury and contemplates the estab- 
lishment of finishing plants and 


as much as possible, thus’ eliminating 
many of the expenses which have here- 
tofore burdened mills that laeked ample 
working capital. 

Fresh Capital in South. 


As this combination puts about $6,000,000 | 


of fresh capital into the cotton mifl In- 
terests of the south, and at the same 
times leaves the control of the mills in 
southern hands, it is regarded by many 
as one of the most important steps which 
have been taken in the broadening of the 
textile development of the south. The 
Manufacturers’ Record’s correspondent 
referring to this, says 

“From a commercial and 
point of view, this merger may be con- 
sidered the most important southern 
transaction that has up to this time been 
closed. 

“It means the removal of some of the 
main obstacles in the way of profitable 
cotton manufacture in the. cotton-grow- 
ing country; it means the introduction of 
modern, @conomical methods, access to 
the world’s money markets, as well as 
labor-saving and money-saving mechan- 
ism, reaching the world’s cotton-goods 
markets, and, what is of more importance, 
ability to employ the best business talent 
afforded by the world’s best brains mar- 
kets.

Mills Lacked Capital. 

“Every one at all familiar with the 
history of cotton spinning at the south 
knows that the greatest difficulty that 
many southern cotton mills 
to contend with has been lack of work- 
ing capital. Many mills that on their 
merits were entitled to all the credit 
they required, in buying raw material and 
carrying stock, have been unable to ob- 
tain it, except. at exorbitant rates of in- 
terest, by reason of the remoteness from 
the money centers; and another great 
difficulty has been that in hard times the 
isolated mills were absolutely at. the 
mercy of the middlemen in finding a 
market for their output. 


Merger Benefits Growers. 

“While this first important step in the 
modernization of southern industrial 
methods will bring highly beneficial re- 
Sults to the steckholders of the mills in- 
volved, it will not, at the same time, be 
without beneficial results to cotton 
growers in the vicinity of the mills 
affected by this consolidation, for it goes 
without saying that when the fina] bal- 
@nce is struck every charge upon cotton 
and its products falls largely, if not 
wholly, on the grower. Therefore, every 
saving inures in greater or less degree 
to the growers’ benefit. 

“The financial plan is simple. 
its features will be to add several milllion 
dollars, all immediately availabe, to the 
working capital of the mills concerned. 

“This will come into the south from 
New York and other northern Cities, 
leaving the properties intact and in actual] 
possession of the original owners, who 
wil) continue to control the majority of 
the companies’ securities. 

“A strong underwriting syndicate, in 
which may be found names that are 
seldom found outside of the very largest 
enterprises, stands pledged to provide all 
the cash required in perfecting the organ- 
ization.”

‘The assistant superititendent stated that 
in his opinion Atlanta. should be receiving 
about. $12,000 more than is now being 
given, ) 

Special Committee Named. 

‘The board appointed L. Z. Rosser and

They contended that to put up the rate 
would mean something of a hardship to 
them, as they now had big contracts 
which had to be filled and which would 
be subject to the advance in freight 
charges if such went into effect. This. 
they said, would cut down their profits 
materially. In addition, it was stated 
that when the southern lines. which 
operate as far north a& the Ohio river 
and west to the Mississippi river, made 
the increase it was certain the northern 
lines would do likewise. 

It is altogether probable that another 
conference will be held within the next 
week or so, when something definite wil] 
be done regarding the question of rates.

“The bureau of refrigeration will make, 
tupply, sell and contro] all ice and re- 
frigeration that may be used or required 
on the fair grounds, and will be able to 
supply its surplus ice to loca] dealers 
to help fill in the extra demand for tee. 

“The refrigerating plant will also fur- 
nish refrigeration that will freeze ice 
cream, cool drinking water and distrib- 
ute refrigeration by pipe lines to sub- 
scribers in various parts of the grounds 
and will probably coo] one or more large 
theaters and restaurants and furnish re- 
frigeration to operate the largest ice 
skating rink in the world. 

“The refrigerating exhibit will show 
the possibilities and capabilities of ice 
making machinery and apparatus, and 
will impress all with the great commer- 
clal and economical advantages to be de- 
rived from the application of mechanical 
refrigeration. It will also impress the 
Visitor with the high development that 
has been attained in the manufacture of 
refrigerating machinery and apparatus."’

Hardly an Qrchard That Will 
Furnish a Crate, 


Majority of Buds in Fort Valley Sec- 
tion Destroyed, but Enough 
Were Left To Make a Fair 
Crop, if They Escape 
Further Disaster. 


State Entomologist W. M. Scott de- 


clares that the entire peach crop of north 
Georgia is a wreck, and that there is 
hardly an orchard north of Atlanta that 
will turn out a crate of peaches this sea- 
son. 

His statement is the result of personal 
investigation and reports from the peach 
growing counties of the northern parts 
of the state. 

“I have quite a large orchard near Aus- 
tell myself,” he said, “sO youw may be 
sure I have looked into the matter pretty 
thoroughly. I do not expect to get a 
crate of peaches off my entire place.”’ 

Regarding the situation around Fort 
Valley and Marshallville and particularly 
in the peach growing coufities south of 
there, he said the situation was much 
more hopeful, and that while a large 
majority of the buds were destroyed by 
the recent freeze, there are enough left 
to afford a fair crop, provided there are 
no further disasters. 

“IT have personally 
chards of Cobb and Habersham coun- 
ties,’ Mr. Scott said, ‘‘and I have re- 
ceived reports from around Dalton and 
other peach growing sections of north 


inspected the Or- 


. Georgia, and I am satisfied that beyond 


all question there is nothing left of the 
north Georgia crop. In some instancés 
2 per cent of the buds may have escaped, 
but this will not amount to enough to 
make the marketing of the peaches worth 
while.” 

Down in South Georgia. 

The situation in the south Georgia 
peach growing districts, according to Mr. 
Scott, is much more hopeful, though a 
great deal of damage was done there, 
However, there are enough buds left in 
most cases to afford a fair sized crop in 
ease there is no more severe weather 
and the usual enemies of the peach can 
be held in check. 

‘In the Fort Valley and Marshallville 
section,’’ Mr. Scott said, “ the reports 
show that about 80 to 9 per cent of the 
buds of the Belle of Georgla, one of the 
main varieties, were killed. The loss 


of the Elbertas was not so great, being, 


about 75 per cent, and the destruction of 
the buds of the Carman, Waddell and 
other varieties was about 30 per cent. 

‘This does not mean that there will be 
no crop in this section. On the other 
hand, if the 25 per cent of the buds can 
be carried through to maturity, a good 
crop is the result. The only difficulty 
now is danger of further cold weather 
and from the curculio and ether emenies 
of the peach before it reaches maturity. 
With careful handling “and no further 
cold weather of sufficient intensity to af- 
fect the crop, this section will probably 
show good results this season. 

“Further south, around Albany, Sylves- 
ter and Tifton the damage to the peaches 
was even lighter, the destruction not be- 
ing over 50 per cent in any case, and in 
some instances there was no damage 
at all. 

“Tine reason the north Georgia section 
suffered so much more severely is because 
the temperature was very much lower in 
that section of the state, and the buds 
were ulmost as far advanced as were 
those in south Georgia.’

The Text of the Ac- 
cusation.

“That the said Reed Smoot is a polyg- 
amist, and that since the admission of 
Utah into the union of states, he, al- 
though then and there having a legal 
wife, married a plural wife in the state 
of Utah, in violation of the laws and 
compacts hereinbefore described, and 
Since such plural and polygamous mar. 
Triage the said Reed Smoot has lived and 
cohabited with both his legal wife and his 
plural wife in the state of Utah and else- 
where, as occasion offered, and that the 
only record of such plural marriage is the 
Secret record made and kept by the au- 
thorities of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints, which secret record 
is in the exclusive custody and control 
of the first presidency and the quorum 
of the twelve apostles of the said church, 
of which the said Reed Smoot is one. 
and is beyond the control or power of the 
protestants. Your protestant respectful- 
lv asks that the senate of the United 
States, or its appropriate committee, 
compel the first presidency and the quo- 
rum of the twelve apostles and the said 
Reed Smoot to produce such secret rec: 
ord for the consideration of the sen- 
ate. Your protestant says that he is ad- 
vised by counsel that it is inexpedient at 
this time to give further particulars con- 
cerning such plural marriages and its re- 
sults, or the place in which it was solemn:
